To none of these provisions have the 


Germans lit eil up. Their army has been 
increased, and not reduced, they have 
invaded the neutralized zone east of 
the Rhine without consent of the allies 
and their coal payments, never prompt 
or adequate, have sunk to _ practically 
nothing- Under thes» circumstances it 
is not TO be -wondered at that France 
has taken steps on her own behalf If 
she Is not to lose all the binefita and 
reparations which by the terms of the 
treaty were guaranteed. Franc*, there- 
fore. is not to be looked at as a wanton 
Invader, 
but merely as seeking by
